On April 23d the Governor General 
of the Philippines Issued a proclama- 
tion, prophesying disaster to the Am- 
ericans and victory to Spain in the 
struggle. The extraordinary document, 
abounding In fustian, characterizes the 
sending of the American fleets against 
the Spanish forces as "vain designs, 
ridiculous boastings." 
The proclama- 
tion in full is as follows: 
"Spaniards. 
"Between 
Spain 
and 
the 
United 
States 
of North America 
hostilities 
have broken out 
"The moment has arrived to prove 
to the world that we possess the spirit 
to conquer those who, pretending to he 
loyal friends, take advantage 
of our 
misfortunes and abuse our hospitality, 
using means which civilized 
nations 
count unworthy and disreputable. 
"The North American people, 
con- 
stituted 
of all the social excresences, 
have exhausted our patience and pro- 
voked 
war with their perfidious ma- 
chinations, with their acts of treach- 
ery, with their outrages against the 
laws of nations and international 
con- 
ventions. 
"The struggle will be short and de 
cisive. 
The God of Victories will give 
U3 one as brilliant and complete as thcj 
righteousness and justice of our cause 
demand. 
Spain, 
which counts upon 
the sympathies of all the nations, will 
emerge 
triumphantly 
from this 
new-test- , 
humiliating and blasting the ad- 
venturers from those States that, with- 
out cohesion 
and without a history, 
offer to humanity only infamous tradi- 
tions and the ungrateful spectacle 
oE 
Chambers In which appear united 
In- 
solence and defamation, cowardice and. 
cynicism. 
"A squadron manned by foreigners, 
possessing 
neither 
instruction 
nor 
discipline, is preparing to come to this 
archipelago with the ruffianly inten- 
tion of robbing us of all that means 
life, 
honor, and liberty. 
Pretending 
to be inspired by a courage of which 
they are incapable, the North Ameri- 
can seamen undertake as an enter- 
prise capable of realization the sub- 
stitution 
of 
Protestantism 
for the 
Catholic religion you profess, to treat 
you as tribes refractory to civilization, 
to take possession of your riches as 
if they were 
unacquainted 
with the 
rights of property, and to 'kidnap those 
persons whom they consider useful to 
man their ships or to- - be exploited in 
agricultural or industrial labor. 
"Vain designs! 
Ridiculous 
boast- 
ings! 
"Your 
indomitable 
bravery 
will 
suffice to frustrate the attempt to carry 
them into realization. 
You will not 
allow the faith you profess to be made 
a mock of impious hands to be placed 
on the temple of the true God, the 
images you adore to he thrown down 
by unbelief. 
The aggressors shall not 
profane 
the tombs of your 
fathers, 
they shall 
not gratify 
their 
lustful 
passions at the cost of your wives and 
daughters' 
honor, or appropriate the 
property that your industry has 
ac- 
cumulated as a provision for your old. 
age. 
No, 
they shall not perpetrate 
any of the crimes inspired by their 
wickedness and covetousness, because 
your valor and patriotism will suffice 
to punish and abase the people that, 
claiming to be civilized and cultivated, 
have exterminated the natives of North. 
America Instead of bringing to them 
the life of civilization and of progress 
"Philipinos, prepare for the struggle 
and, united under the glorious Span- 
ish flag, which is ever covered with 
laurels, let us fight with the 
convic- 
tion that victory will crown our efforts 
and to the calls of our enemies let us 
oppose with the decision of th& Christ- 
ian and the patriot the cry of "Viva 
Espana." 
"Manila, 23d April, 1898.

Another proclamation 
of-- the same 
date declares that any one offering as- 
sistance directly or indirectly to the 
enemy

ished with death, and that those who 
propose the submission of any place 
besieged 
by the enemy or spread 
re- 
ports calculated to discourage the de- 
fenders shall also be dealt with as 
traitors and punished with death or 
penal servitude for life. 
A third proclamation declares mar- 
tial law and requires all able bodied 
Spaniards 
to 
enroll 
themselves 
for 
military service.

Eighty-fir- st

to Monday on 
le bill legalizing the manufacture and 
sEale of wine from grapes of Hawaiian

There was a unanimous vote in the 
affirmative on the passage at third 
reading of the hill creating a marine 
park on the east side of the harbor. 
The House bill providing for the 
of cemeteries 
passed third 
reading. 
At 10:15 o'clock the Senate adjourn- 
ed to Monday. 


HOUSE. 


The Appropriation hill was brought 
up for consideration. 
Rep. 
Gear presented the following 
majority report of the Committee

Traveling

structor $500. 
I agree with the above report in the 
main, but object to the $500 allowed 
for traveling

structor at a salary of $6,000 this officer 
would have ample means for travel- 
ing expenses. 
Rep. 
Loehenstein 
propounded 
the 
following to the Minister of the 
In- 
terior: 
Kindly state what agreement 
was 
entered into by your department "and 
the St Louis College authorities in re 
exchange of land for land taken from 
said college for street purposes and for 
Nuuanu street improvement 
The items under the head of 
De- 
partment 
of Public Instruction 
were 
taken up for consideration. The report 
of the majority of the committee was 
adopted so that now the office of De- 
puty Inspector is done away with and 
that of Normal Inspector is substitut- 
ed. 
He will have a salary of $0,000 
and will have $500 for traveling 
ex- 
penses. 
Rep. Atkinson wanted this 
item stricken out but his recommenda- 
tion was not considered. 
"When the consideration of the item 
"Pay 
of 
sub-agen- t, 
First 
District, 
$3,000," 
was taken up, Rep. 
Loehen- 
stein moved to place the words "and 
clerk" 
after 
the

This would

do away with

Rep. 
Loehen- 
stein said that, for the work done by 
the presont incumbent, $3,000 was am- 
ple.

Yes, I did, hut I simply 
wanted to be sure. 
One member from 
Hilo asks for one thing and the other 
has views directly 
opposite. 
I was 
simply asking for information. 
Rep. Richards (shaking his finger at 
the. Speaker) That is 
none 
of 
your 
business. 
You bet. 
You have had too 
much to say in the chair already. 
Speaker 
There is no cause for the 
ahpnorahle member to fly off the han- 
dle. 
He knows I am a little hard of 
"hearing and want to be sure of things. 
Rep. Richards 
Mr. "Wilcox, tell him 
to teep his mouth shut and to attend 
to the duties of the Chair. 
It is none 
of his business what I think and what 
some one else thinks. 
I don't want 
bim to get up and talk to me that way 
again. 
If he cannot hear, I am sorry 
for him, but let him wait until I am 
through speaking. I believe the House 
would support 
a resolution 
against 


any such action. 
He can put someone 


else in the Chair if the present Speaker 
cannot hear. 
Upon considering the latter items in 
the appropriations for school purposes, 
the Chinese question was brought up. 
Rep. McCandless 
deplored 
the educa- 
tion of the Asiatics and the Chinese in 
particular, to the deteriment of white 
children and Hawaiians. 
Rep. Achi 
objected 
to such 
expres- 
sions in the House and the bringing 
in of personal antagonistic feelings by 
any member. 
The Chinese 
were at' 
present paying more toward the school 
tax than the whites and natives com- 
bined. 
If what was sought was the 
exclusion 
of the Chinese, 
then they 
should not be made to pay school taxes. 
Rep. McCandless 
moved to adjourn 
but the majority 
were for going on 
with the business. 
The items under 
the Department of Public Instruction 
were finished and at 12:10 p. m. the 
House took a recess until 2:30 p. m. 


AFTERNOON 
SESSION. 


At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion 
Minister 
Cooper 
presented 
the 
following answers of Attorney General 
Smith to questions propounded by Rep. 
McCandless regarding certain persons 
at the Leper Settlement. 
"The patients named have been 
or- 
dered to be brought to Honolulu for re- 
examination by the Board of Examin- 
ers." 
Reading of the Appropriation bill re- 
sumed. 
Some of the members began using 
names in the consideration of certain 
itmes.

Names should be left out. 


When it came to the consideration of 
the matter of Government physicians, 
Rep. McCandless put in an amendment 
to the effect that all natives receiving 
under $G00 salary be exempt from pay-

treatment. 
Rep. 
Paris 
moved 
for 
$300. 
Rep. 
Gear 
spoke in favor of a bill or a joint reso- 
lution to the effect of the above. 
The 
Appropriation bill would be made un- 
constitutional by the insertion of such 
a provision. 
The members kept walking out into 
the hallway and at 4:15 
p. m. the 
Speaker finally declared the House 
ad- 
journed. 


SATURDAY'S 
HOUSE 
SESSION. 


Garbage Removal Appropriation. 
Fish Inspector's Salary. 
Rep. 
Achi reported as follows 
for 
the Special committee to whom 
were 
referred petitions regarding the 
rec- 
ords of courts in other than the First 
Circuit, as follows: 
"Upon Inquiry made by us through 
the Chief Justice and the Chief Clerk 
of the court we find that the clerks 
of several circuits are working on to 
make new records of all the courts; 
but we believe the original records of 
the other circuits ought to be kept 
in Honolulu where the people can get 
all information 
they 
need 
in short 
time, and where the chief clerk con- 
trols them at all times; the committee 
also 
believing that this 
Legislature 
will make an appropriation for a fire- 
proof vault in tho Department of the 
Judiciary." 
The consideration of the appropria- 
tion bill was resumed. 
Upon consideration of the item 
of 
pay for fish inspector it was decided 
to raise the salary to $75 per month 
or $1S00 for the two years. 
It was 
represented that Mr. Kelliplo's was a 
very important and responsible 
posi- 
tion and also that tho amount of work 
was very great; 
therefore ho should 
bo given a proper salary. 
The Item 
of $1S00 passed unanimously. 
When it came to the item of $9,720 
for pay roll, removing garbage, Rep. 
Poguo contended that owners of prop- 
erty should be make to clean not only 
their 
yards 
but tho sidewalks 
and 
streets 
outsido 
of their 
places. 
The 
people of tho outsido districts should 
not bo made to pay for tho peoplo in 
the city. 
They can bo forced 
to do 
what they now have done for nothing 
by tho Government. 
Rep. Gear moved for the passage of 
tho Item of $9,720 for tho removal of 
garbage. 
Rep. McCandless 
suggested that pri- 
vate individuals 
be 
allowed 
by tho 
Government to carry on tho business 
of removing garbage. It would 
how- 
ever be wrong to strike out tho item 
at the present time as there was no 
provision for a system to be carried 
on by private individuals. 
The item 
finally 
passed, 
Reps. Pogue, Richards 
and Paris voting in tho .negative. 
After consideration of the remainder 
of 
the 
itemB 
under 
the 
Board 
of 
Health, the House adjourned at 12 m.

Section was postponed 
to Monday on 
ie hill legalizing the manufacture and 
.sale of wine from grapes of Hawaiian 
growth,

There was a unanimous vote in the 
affirmative 
on the passage at third 
reading of the bill creating a marine 
park on the east side of the harbor. 
The House bill providing for the es- 
tablishment of cemeteries 
passed third 
reading. 
At 10:15 o'clock the Senate adjourn- 
ed to Monday. 


HOUSE. 


The Appropriation bill was brought 
up for consideration. 
Hep. 
Gear presented the following 
majority report of the Committee 
on 
Health and Education on items in Sen- 
ate bill 
5. 
Salary of traveling and normal 
?C,000. 
Traveling 
expenses 
of normal 
in- 
structor $500. 
I agree with the above report in the 
main, but object to the ?500 allowed 
for traveling expenses 
of normal 
in- 
structor at a salary of ?G,000 this officer 
would have ample means for travel- 
ing expenses. 
Rep. 
Loebenstein 
propounded 
the 
following to the Minister of the 
In- 
terior: 
Kindly state what agreement was 
entered into by your department and 
the St Louis College authorities in re 
exchange of land for land taken from 
said college for street purposes and for 
Nuuanu street improvement. 
The items under the head of 
De- 
partment 
of Public Instruction 
were 
taken up for consideration. The report 
of the majority of the committee was 
adopted so that now the office of De- 
puty Inspector is done away with and 
that of Normal Inspector is substitut- 
ed. 
He will have a salary of $6,000 
and will have $500 for traveling 
ex- 
penses. 
Rep. Atkinson wanted this 
item stricken out but his recommenda- 
tion was not considered. 
"When the consideration of the item 
"Pay 
of 
sub-agen- t, 
First 
District, 
3,000," 
was taken up, Rep. 
Loeben- 
stein moved to place the words "and 
clerk" 
after 
the 
word 
"sub-agen- t" 
This would 
of course 
do away with 
the next item of $1,200 for "Pay of 
clerk, First District" 
Rep. 
Loeben- 
stein said that, for the work done by 
the present incumbent, $3,000 was am- 
ple. He did not work more than three 
days in a week for the Government. 
Outside 
of this he received 
money by 
work performed, such as in Olaa. 
Rep. Richards arose to the floor and 
in about a half minuate there was a 
tempest in the teapot, while the Presi- 
dent and four members of the Senate 
sat in the back part of the hall and 
watched 
developments. 
The 
exact 
thing that took place will be best un- 
derstood 
by the 
language 
of 
Rep. 
Richards 
and 
the 
answers 
of 
the 
Speaker. 
Rep. Richards 
Now, Mr. Speaker, I 
move the item pass as in the bill. 
I 
think it is little enough. 
Speaker 
You really mean that Mr. 
Richards? 
Rep. Richards 
You heard what I 
said, didn't you? 
Speaker 
Yes, I did, but I simply 
wanted to be sure. 
One member from 
Hilo asks for one thing and the other 
has views directly 
opposite. 
I was 
simply asking for information. 
Rep. Richards (shaking his finger at 
the. Speaker) That is 
none 
of 
your 
business. 
You bet. 
You have had too 
much to say in the chair already. 
Speaker 
There is no cause for the 
jjhonorable member to fly off the han- 
dle. 
He knows I am a little hard of 
hearing and want to be sure of things. 
Rep. Richards 
Mr. "Wilcox, tell him 
to "keep his mouth shut and to attend 
to the duties of the Chair. 
It is none 
of his business what I think and what 
some 
one else thinks. 
I don't want 
Mm to get up and talk to me that way 
again. 
If he cannot hear, I am sorry 
for him, but let him wait until I am 
through speaking. I believe the.House 
would support a resolution 
against 


any such action. 
He can put someone 


else in the Chair if the present Speaker 
cannot hear. 
Upon considering the latter items in 
the appropriations for school purposes, 
the Chinese question was brought up. 
Rep. McCandless 
deplored the educa- 
tion of the Asiatics and the Chinese in 
particular, to the deteriment of white 
children and Hawaiians. 
Rep. Achi objected to such expres- 
sions in the House and the bringing 
in of personal antagonistic feelings by 
any member. 
The Chinese 
were at 
present paying more toward the school 
tax than the whites and natives 
com- 
bined. 
If what was sought was the 
exclusion 
of the Chinese, 
then they 
should not be made to pay school taxes. 
Rep. McCandless 
moved to adjourn 
but the majority were for going on 
with the business. 
The items under 
the Department of Public Instruction 
were finished and at 12:10 p. m. the 
House took a recess until 2:30 p. m. 


AFTERNOON 
SESSION. 


At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion 
Minister 
Cooper 
presented 
the 
following answers of Attorney General 
Smith to questions propounded 
by Rep. 
McCandless regarding certain persons 
at the Leper Settlement. 
"The patients named have been 
or- 
dered to be brought to Honolulu for re- 
examination by the Board of Examin- 
ers." 
Reading of the Appropriation bill re- 
sumed. 
Some of the members began using 
names in the consideration of certain 
itmes. 
Reps. Paris and Gear both ob- 
jected to 
this. 
The 
office 
and 
the 
amount of work to be done should be 
taken as a basis on which to reckon 
the salaries. 
Names should be left out. 
When it came to the consideration of 
the matter of Government physicians, 
Rep. McCandless put in an amendment 
to the effect that all natives receiving 
under $600 salary be exempt from pay- 
ing 
anything 
for 
treatment. 
Rep. 
Paris 
moved 
for 
$300. 
Rep. 
Gear 
spoke in favor of a bill or a joint reso- 
lution to the effect of the above. 
The 
Appropriation bill, would be made 
un- 
constitutional by the insertion of such 
a provision. 
The members kept walking out into 
the hallway and at 4:15 
p. m. the 
Speaker finally declared the House ad- 
journed. 


SATURDAY'S 
HOUSE 
SESSION. 


Garbage Removal Appropriation 
Fish Inspector's Salary. 
Rep. 
Achi reported as follows 
for 
the Special 
committee 
to whom were 
referred petitfons regarding the 
rec- 
ords of courts in other than the First 
Circuit, as follows: 
"Upon inquiry made by us through 
the Chief Justice and the Chief Clerk 
of the court we find that the clerks 
of several circuits are working on to 
make new records of all the courts; 
but we believe the original records of 
the other circuits ought to 
be kept 
in Honolulu where the people can get 
all 
information 
they 
need 
in short 
time, and where the chief clerk con- 
trols them at all times; the committee 
also 
believing that this 
Legislature 
will make an appropriation for a fire- 
proof vault in the Department of the 
Judiciary." 
The consideration of the appropria- 
tion bill was resumed. 
Upon consideration of the item of 
pay for fish inspector it was decided 
to raise the salary to $75 per month 
or $1800 for the two years. 
It was 
represented that Mr. Keliipio's was a 
very important and responsible posi- 
tion and also that the amount of work 
was very great; 
therefore he should 
be given a proper salary. 
The item 
of $1800 passed unanimously. 
"When it came to the item of $9,720 
for pay roll, removing garbage, Rep. 
Pogue contended that owners of prop- 
erty should be make to clean not only 
their 
yards 
but the 
sidewalks and 
streets 
outside of their 
places. 
The 
people of the outside districts should 
not be made to pay for the people in 
the city. 
They can be forced 
to do 
what they now have done for nothing 
by the Government. 
Rep. Gear moved for the passage of 
the item of $9,720 for the, removal of 
garbage. 
Rep. McCandless suggested that pri- 
vate individuals 
be 
allowed 
by the 
Government to carry on the business 
of removing garbage. It would 
how- 
ever be wrong to strike out the item 
at the present time as there was no 
provision for a system to be carried 
on by private individuals. 
The item 
finally passed, 
Reps. Pogue, Richards 
and Paris voting in the .negative. 
After consideration of the remainder 
of 
the 
items 
under 
the 
Board 
of 
Health, the House adjourned at 12 m.

stead of best three in five. 
Said one 
of the interested 
persons yesterday: 
"Some

seems ridiculous to alter down here in 
the Hawaiian Islands the rules that 
have been in force in the United States 
ever-sinc-

trotting races began. 
As 
a matter of fact the reform originated 
over there. 
The United States has the 
Mrness racing centers of the world. 
For some time both breeders and the 
public 
have 
been 
asking 
or 
the 
change. 
It is being made. 
Califor-

weeks of racing at Oakland.

Oakland should be plenty good enough 
for Honolulu to pattern after. 
"I maintain that there is really 
ab- 
surdity in making two horses come out 
five times to compete 
for a purse, as 
has several times been the case here. 
In a two out of three race the" best 
horse will win and that is not always 
so where it is three out of five. 
There 
will not be anything like the oppor- 
tunity for making combinations when 
the dispute is to be settled in three 
heats. 
In the three in five method a 
couple 
of horses can be used against 
the best one and kill him off in a cou- 
ple of heats. 
This is often done. 
"It seems reasonable to me that a 
horse beating his field twice shows his 
superiority as much as if he is punish- 
ed several hours. 
Of course there is 
the other side, making the claim that 
'skates and crabs' fit only for 
merry-go-roun- ds 
can be doctored up to go a 
couple of heats and best a really sound 
and 
good 
and valuable horse. 
The 
California men don't appear to think 
that this consideration should be reck- 
oned, even in the matter of a dash. 
I 
tell you horses, winning or losing, are 
worked pretty hard in a race and they 
cannot stand so much down here as in 
a cold country. 
Three heats is enough.

Will 
Likely Result in a Death. 


Swanson, a Carpenter, the Victim. 
Tried to Recover a Hat Man 
Now In Queen's Hospital. 


Swanson, the man who had charge 
of the recent rebuilding of the wharf 
at Heeia, fell from the side of the 
Pali, Saturday 
afternoon 
and rolled 
a distance of 250 feet to the bottom 
with the result 
of very serious 
in- 
juries. 
The first message, conveying 
information about the accident reached, 
the city at about 2:30 o'clock Satur- 
day afternoon. It was stated then that 
the man had been killed outright 
At 
about 
G p. m., word came that Swan- 
son was still living and that he had 
been taken to the hospital on Heeia 
plantation. 
He was brought 
to the 
city yesterday 
and is 
now at 
the 
Queen's 
hospital in 
a very 
serious 
state. 
Swanson started from the other side 
Saturday morning and on the way up 
the Pali, lost his hat 
He did not go 
after it but rode to the city and bought 
a new one. 
In the afternoon, he re- 
turned on horseback and upon going 
down the Pali, his new hat blew 
off. 
He asked a native standing near to 
get Ms hat 
This fellow did not seem 
very anxious to do so. 
Swanson tied 
his own horse" and went himself. Up- 
on attempting to reach his hat down 
the steep side, he struck a bowlder 
and was pitched, headlong to the bot- 
tom with the result of two or three 
fractures to his skull, a pair of hands 
literally torn to pieces and undoubted- 
ly some internal injuries, 
The native police officer stationed on 
duty at the dangerous place 
took it 


, for granted Swanson was dead 
and 
went to Kaneohe with the informa- 
tion. 
The news reached Mr. Bull at 
Heeia, who went immediately to the 
place and found the unfortunate man 
breathing.

We write this name with sincere re- 
gard for a man who had a mission and 
who fulfilled it well. "Arbor Day" will 
carry his name to the children of the 
coming generations; the man who lov- 
ed trees will never be forgotten. "Vil- 
lage Improvement" has so vindicated 
itself as to make its pioneer advocate 
beloved and honored all over the land; 
his picture hangs in the committee 
rooms where plans and measures for 


beautifying the homes 
of the people 
are devised and prosecuted, as a stim- 
ulus and a benediction. 
Forestry 
be- 
came his specialty ad the study of it in 
its largest relations was the enthusi- 
asm of his later years. 
The treeless 
countries of Spain and Sicily woke his 
sorrow and his admonitions. 
After a 
century or two more of tree killing he 
saw the extinction of the American 
forests with all its distressful 
conse 
quences. 
He taught the children to 
plant trees as the best way to prevent 
their fathers from killing them. 
For 
this, one of the most beneficent 
and 
reforms, 
Dr. 
Northrop 
will be held, and deservedly,

WELCOME. 


The enthusiasm of our citizens over 
the 
expected 
visit 
of the American 
soldiers is at a white heat. In fact it 
has side tracked their oetter 
judg- 
ments. 
Preparations 
of the kind 
re- 
quired are better made, when put in 
the hands of a very few, with power 
on their part to call in assistance. The 
situation is peculiar. There is no as 
surance that the American ships will 
call at this port. 
There is a decided 
opinion among some cool headed men, 
that they will not call, inasmuch as It 


--would involve a loss of nearly three 
days on the voyage, and time counts 
in war measures, 
as the Spanish Ad 
miral discovered 
when his "manana" 
policy kept him from moving to Subig 
hay, "where he could have fought the 
American 
fleet with 
greater 
advan 
tages. 
A stop will not be made here 
unless there is a reason for it which 
Js at present unknown to anyone here. 
The theory of the preparation should 
.he, and is, in. the minds of the lead- 
ing committee men to thoroughly plan, 


but execute no part of the plan until 
a vessel is signalled, and her 
com- 


mander advised with. 
Should no ves- 


sel appear, time only, and no money 


will have been wasted. 
Tho "wheel 


horses" in all celebrations here are 


the commercial houses, who are lavish 


in contribution. 
It is however, an 
unjust tax on them frequently, and be- 


comes a burden. Very many who shout 
for the most generous expenditure con- 


tribute nothing. 
The generosity of the commercial 
houses is prompt and large, and the 
racial lines are down, and this is grati- 


fying. 
Any 
suggestion 
which 
interprets 
the war into a part of the policy of 
extending American empire should be 
suppressed. This war is one for the 
sake of humanity, and not for 
con- 
quest, or annexation. The more clear- 
ly this line is drawn, the greater and 
stronger will be the United States in 
enforcing her foreign policy 
in the. 
future. 


AN-- ERROR. 


"it 
was-- suggested to us yesterday, 
with some emphasis, that the British 
resident here had not been asked to 
join in a reception to the American 
forces, which may, it is expected, visit 
this port en route to Manila. While the 
American residents 
would 
naturally 
take the lead in preparing a reception, 
there was and is abundant reason for 
a most cordial invitation to the British 
residents to join with them in cordially 
recognizing a cause which is in a sense 
not national, 
but international, 
one 
which the English speaking people ap- 
prove with enthusiasm. 
Owing to pe 
culiar crcumstances existing here, the 
British 
generally 
may 
shrink from 
making an offer of assistance in the 
first instance. It would have been wise 
and cordial, for the Americans to have 
made a request to them to join in the 
reception, if it ocurred. The failure to 
do so may be due to oversight, or an 
assumption not warranted. 
Our 
re- 
mark yesterday, to the" effect that the 
British were disposed to sulk about it, 
was therefore, not justifiable and we 
extremely regret that it was made. 
Until they decline to join, the matter 
should not be prejudiced. 
Moreover, 
the 
British 
authorities 
have notified 
British subjects to ob 
serve a strict neutrality. 
Whether or 
not the proposed 
reception, with its 
incidents, is a violation of the spirit 
of neutrality may be a serious ques 
tion. The Americans here have elected 
to give 
the 
reception, 
whatever 
its 
bearing on neutrality may be. 
They 
will not, and they cannot, do other- 
wise. 
The Flag compels them. 
That 
is enough. 


WHERE 
ARE 
WE? 


It will do no harm to take a little 
reckoning of our position at the pres- 
ent hour, in which we are, to all in- 
tents and purposes, one of the belli- 
gerents. 
The 
Americans 
dominate 
here, and are at one with their 
own 
countrymen, in sustaining this war for 
humanity. 
The 
enthusiasm 
and 
liberality in making preparations 
for 
the 
reception 
of 
American 
troops 
shows that the blood is lip, and the 
love of victory is intense. 
But we must remember, that the 
war 
is 
one 
to Temove 
the 
terrible 
misrule of the Spaniards in Cuba, and 
to stop the terrible cruelties inflicted 
by them on the 
Cuban 
people. 
For 
months past, many thousands of these 
people 
have been starved 
to death, 
and many thousands, if not hundreds 
of thousands, are now suffering in the 
extreme. 
The American 
forces 
are 
pushing to their relief, as rapidly as 
possible. 
Relief committees have been 
formed in,all the principal cities of 
the country", and money has been gen- 
erously contributed. 
How far are we. or the Americans 
resident herer in sympathy with these 
efforts 
to relieve the Cubans? 
Why 
is it that the authentic, 
harrowing 
accounts 
of barbarities 
inflicted 
on 
men, women and children, at the close 
of the 
nineteenth 
century 
have no 
effect on us, while the prospect of an 
armed 
body 
of men, 
passing by to 
garrison 
an enemy's 
country, 
com- 
mands an unstinted amount of money 
and 
enthusiasm 
for 
entertainment? 
That which is noble, charitable, Christ-- 
like apparently creates no enthusiasm 
whatever. 
But the project of exter- 
minating a lot of ignorant, bigoted, 
boastful, miserable creatures, in the 
Philippines opens hearts, and purses 
without limit 
Some 
wicked 
philo-Bophe- 
rs 
say that we are nearer 
to 
barbarians than we like to acknowl- 
edge. 
A little four years old girl, in 
Wai-kik- i, 
prayed on Saturday night 
After 
asking for blessings on all her friends, 
she added: 
"God bless the Spaniards 
too." 
The Master had said when he 
took one of the children In his arms; 
"of such is the Kingdom," etc As he 
excluded the elders in speciflying 
the 
census of Heaven, he probably assum- 
ed that the elders would, 
if engaged 
in war with a neighbor substitute in 
any prayers, a curse for a blessing, 
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and therefore 
could not be regarded 
as proper 
citizens of the Heavenly 
abode. 
Should 
the troops fail to visit us, 
it would not be a selfish plan to use 
the funds raised for the hearty 
glori- 
fication of the troops, in feeding some 
of the starving reconcentrados of Cuba.

"HELL." 


The Outlook says regarding the war: 
"The country can dispense with 
in-- 
flammatory oratory. 
It goes to war 
with 
extreme 
reluctance, 
and 
with 
hatred of the barbarous method of 
set-tlyi- ng 
disputes deep in its heart 
: 
"It goes to war with sad deliberation 
and in a judicial spirit. 
It is in no 
mood for buncombe of any kind. 
The 
business in hand is serious and needs 
serious, dispassionate, clear headed me- 
thods. 
Let us have an end of windy 
declamation." 
The Germans say "when war falls 
out, the Devil enlarges hell." Napoleon 
said: 
"War 
the trade of barbarians, 
and the art of bringing the greatest 
physical 
force 
to bear 
on a 
single 
point." 
And we have Carlyle saying: 
"Under the sky is no uglier spectacle 
than two men with clenched teeth, and 
hell fire 
eyes hacking one another's 
flesh, converting precious living bodies 
and priceless living souls into name- 
less masses of putrisence, useful only 
for turnip manure." 
We do not for a moment discourage 
war, in a just cause. 
God hath created 
mankind, in his infinite wisdom, 
so 
that their 
progress 
in morals, 
and 
what is called "civilization" is advanc- 
ed over a highway covered with bodies 
of men, mutilated, and dying of 
vio- 
lence, and of widows and ophans suf 
fering and desolate. 
Even m a just 
war, injustice is its constant incident 
A little girl said yesterday: 
"Mama, 
do you think "the mama's of the Span- 
ish sailors that were killed by the Bal- 
timore will cry?" 
In the exhuberance 
of our feeling of triumph, let us not 
forget that of some hundreds of young 
Spaniards blown Into eternity the 
oth-erday- by 
the awful fire of the American 
warships, perhaps not one of them was 
personaaly 
responsible 
for the 
con- 
ditions which produced the existing 
war. 
Perhaps every one of them was 
impressed into the service of 
man- 
ning Spanish guns. 
They were made 
to pay for the error, and sins of the 
Nation. 
Even though they fought well 
and for the "honor" 
of Spain, they 
were not responsible for the conflict,

The mystery 
of war, its necessity and uses, in ad- 
vancing

stand. 
We accept it as a condition of 
life on earth. 
But, when looked at in 
the "dry light" 
of reason and 
con- 
science, it is a terribly 
serious and 
solemn affair, in its incidents and fear- - 
ful results. 
The danger is that it per 
mlts the latent 
savagery of our 
na- 
tures to take possession of us. 
In re- 
sorting to "barbarous methods" as the 
Outlook 
says, we are extremely liable 
to share the feelings of barbarians, and 
delight in the destruction of men, 
be- 
cause we love victory. 
Great and hu- 
mane commanders speak of war as 
"hell." 
If then "hell" must be delib- 
erately created in earth, 
in a good 
cause, it should also create only the 
profoundest sorrow and regret while 
it lasts.

REMARKABLE 
SPEECH. 


There is no better evidence 
of the 
extraordinary 
evolution 
of 
political 
and international 
relations, than the 
address of Richard Olney, Secretary of 
State under Mr. Cleveland, 
which he 
lately delivered at Harvard 
College, 
titled "International 
Isolation of the 
United States." 
It is the protest of a 
conservative 
Democrat 
against 
the 
building of the Chinese wall around 
the United States. While Mr. Olney, as 
Secretary of State, unfortunately, 
dis- 
agreed with many American statesmen 
about the facts of the overthrow of the 
Monarchy here, he never distinctly op 
posed the political union of these Isl- 
ands with the United States.

Cleveland. 
They

Mr. Olney declares that the United

He defines and limits it to the ordinary 
vicissitudes of European politics. 
He 
would still maintain it with full f6rce 
and effect in that regard. 
But he re- 
fuses to be bound by it, in the larger 
relations which may be necessary --in 
order to place the United States inj 
their 
proper 
and 
inevitable 
place 
among the Nations. 
He recognizes the 
coming duties imposed upon the States 
and declares that they would be 
re- 
creant to their duty, it they refused al- 
liances. His plea Is for an Anglo-Americ- an 
alliance. 
Scholars have 
earn- 
estly made this plea before. 
But the 
Nation has notresponded to the call.

The limits of the American empire are 
so vast, its resources almost untouch- 
ed, and 
Us people 
so satisfied with 
their profitable istoatlon, it was diff- 
icult for them to look beyond the seas, 
and there was an abiding faith in the 
farewell words of the Great Leader.

includes and rises above the question 
of strategic points in the Pacific. 
It 
takes in Hawaii as a mere incident 
of the larger movements. The Address 
is one of the most important 
educa- 
tional 
utterances 
that has yet 
been 
produced 
In America. 


GERMANY 
AND 
THE 
UNITED 
STATES. 


The American papers complain of 
the bitter things said In the German 
papers about the motives of the Amer- 
ican people in eugaging in war with 
Spain. It is true many harsh and pro- 
voking things are said. The mercan- 
tile classes, as a rule, sneer at the 
professions of the American 
Govern- 
ment, and refuse to credit it with any 
sincere purpose to simply enforce Cu- 
ban Independence. 
The German Government does not 
declare neutrality. 
This enables its 
merchants 
to trade with both 
belli- 
gerents, in a very unrestricted 
way. 
Refusal to proclaim neutrality 
does 
not indicate any desire to interfere. 
Minister White, at Berlin, says that 
it will not interfere. The Norddeutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung, says, "Germany 
will take 
no 
sides in the 
pending 
affairs. 
Considering that 
one-thir-d 
of 
the population of the United States are 
German, 
it is altogether 
out of the 
question that Germany shall take any 
steps against the United States." 
No doubt the American protective 
tariff 
is annoying 
to the 
Germans, 
especially its strike at their sugar beet 
industry. 'Besides, the German papers 
make the mistake of believing that the 
yellow 
journalistic 
talk in America, 
about the ardent willingness 
of the 
people 
to "lick all creation," 
is the 
talk of the majority of the people. 
The Germans residing here, natural- 
ly reflect, 
in some 
degree, 
the 
nre-vaill- 
ng 
public opinion at .home. 
But, 
even if they do not implicitly believe 
in the honorable motives declared by 
the United States of prosecuting the 
war for humanity only, they are join- 
ing in the proposed 'welcome 
to the 
American troops, if they land here.

NORTHRUP. 


The death of Prof. B. G. Northrup, 


of New Haven, closed a singularly use- 
ful life. 
Aside 
from his long and 
valuable labors 
as Secretary 
of the 
Connecticut Board of Education, he in- 
stituted and became the father of Ar-- 
hor Day. 
In this he was the apostle 


and missionary of village cleanliness 
and beauty. 
He did not foster 
the 
building of monuments, but he touched 
the love of beauty in every heart, and 
throughout 
New England the 
exist- 


ence of shrubs, and flowers, and clean 
streets, and well kept side walks are 
the 
evidences 
of his mission. 
His 
visit to this city, in 1895 will be

membered. 
He preached here, as else- 
where, the gospel 
of the Beautiful.

These

than from any very thoughtful study 


of the situation. 
At the same time 
they are valuable as an evidence of 
current native thought 
We cannot 


blame 
the natives 
for taking 
these 


views. 
Throughout the world, those 


who are unfortunate invariably blame 
the fortunate. 
iThe British 
Government 
in Fiji, 
tiave taken away the power of the na- 
tives, Isolate them, .and forbid any 
ex-o- ls 
- 


tended intercourse 
with 
tho whites. 
The natives, on tho whole, are 
con- 
tented, and are not crowded. 
But our 
natives woujd not submit to a similar 
treatment, even if it would be effective 
In restoring 
the race. 
The natives, 
like tho rest of mankind, 
love the 
flesh pots, and will get at them 
re- 
gardless of consequences. 
This works 
much hardship 
to some 
native 
men 
and 
women 
of 
excellent 
character. 
The "sons of missionaries" are under 
obligation only to provide the natives 
with a chance. If they do not accept 
it, the obligation ceases. 


Referring 
to the present war, the 
Daily Chronicle, 
London, says: 
"The 
attitude of Great Britain, as the great 
monopolist 
of 
coal ins 
stations 
and 
the chief owner of steam 
coal, may 
become 
in certain 
events a decisive 
factor in the chances of the war. 
We 
content ourselves for the moment with 
pointing out the urgency of the prob- 
lem. How a 'benevolent neutrality' can 
solve it so as not to do injustice and 
yet not to do incidental injury to the 
United States is a question to which 
we will return when more materials 
are available, and when the strategy 
of the two fleets, on which the answer 
really 
depends, can 
be more easily 
foreseen." 
As we are also observing a "bene- 
volent neutrality," towards the United 
States, we can only suggest to Great 
Britain that if she feels lonely, and 
shivers with the cold of natural 
isola- 
tion, call on us, walk in, and warm 
her toes at our little tropical fire.

His departure caused consider- 
able comment at the time and the Gov- 
ernment was asked a question relative 
to the trip, but simply answered that 
it was purely a departmental affair. 
Captain Kent has now returned 
to 
Halifax, and from some remarks he 
has made it is evident that whatever 
other business he had In hand he was 
making Inquiries about ithe Maine 
dis- 
aster. 
He expresses the opinion that the 
vessel 
was 
blown 
--up 
by 
external 
means, and that it was probably a 
mine put in position not long before 
explosion took place. 
He saw Captain 
Sigsbee and went carefully over all the 
evidence taken during the inquiry, and 
this, 
with his own accurate 
knowl- 
edge of explosives, 
their 
effect when 
exploded in certain conditions and the 
certainty that in such a case as that 
of the Maine disaster all traces of how 
the mine 
--or torpedo was laid would 
disappear, made it plain to him that 
external 
agency 
had

applied. 
Such a thing, he asserts, could be done 
without the knowledge and against the 
will of the Spanish officers, so that his 
opinion means no reflection whatever 
upon the Captain General of Cuba.

school house with one teacher. 
This has been ample for a long time. 
The plantation will increase the popu- 
lation of the neighborhood to the 
ex- 
tent that a very largo building with, 
quite a corps of teachers will be neces- 
sary. 
Mr. Townsend remarks that the 
advent of the cane planter on Molokai 
seems 
to have given new life to the 
whole 
Island, not excluding the 
set- 
tlement Molokai, after slumbering for 
years will now take proper rank as aa 
industrial center. 
The 
Inspector-Gener- 
al 
is somewhat 
concerned 
over the 
attitude 
of the 
legislators to the summer school. 
AH 
who have been interested in education 
have been of the firm belief that the 
summer school was worth more than it 
cost.

You say nothing about the struggle 
for existence 
all over the world, and 
in which very many of the sons and 
daughters 
of 
the missionaries 
are 
deeply involved, as well as the natives, 
but seem, honestly I am sure, to 
be- 
lieve that the "sons" are especially 
responsible for the hardships of the 
natives 
I 
know 
that 
the 
na- 
tives 
believe 
with 
you in this, to 
some extent. It is precisely the same 
belief that thousands of people have 
all over the world, that their 
unfor- 
tunate 
condition 
is entirely 
due to 
some body else, and not to their own 
errors and failures. 
I have s"een some 
serious "bread riots" in other places 
owing to their feeling. 
I do not 
be- 
lieve that you have carefully studied 
out all of the facts in this case, when 
you make 
this charge 
against 
the 
"sons." 
The visits of CapL Cook, the' greed 
and speculations 
of your 
chiefs in 
sandal wood, during the early days, 
the annual 
visits 
of 
thousands 
of 
reckless whalemen, the crowds 
of na- 
tive women 
flocking to this port for 
immoral purposes during the whaling 
season, the thriftless habits of the na- 
tives regarding their lands, the volun- 
tary 
giving up 
of fishing, 
and taro 
planting 
to the Asiatics, the 
wide- 
spread use of gin, and, above all, the 
foolish desire of the natives to aban- 
don their lands, and live in the city, 
have done more to make the condition 
of the natives unfortunate that any 
failure of duty on the part of the sons 
of missionaries. 
Your own rulers, in 
time past, have repeatedly told the 
people that unless they were 
indus- 
trious, and thrifty, and abandoned gin, 
they 
would 
go to the 
wall. 
Now, 
when they are at the wall, as you say, 
do jou think it fair to charge the 
"sons" 
with 
responsibility 
for it? 
There is not a native today, who is 
capable 
of working, that cannot get 
it somewhere on the Islands if he real- 
ly desires to. 
Mr. 
"W. G. Irwin tells 
me, and he has much aloha for the 
native that he directs that natives 
shall be employed in the loading and 
unloading of sugars, in preference to 
all others, and he says, further, that 
he is not able as a rule to get all the 
men he wishes. 
But generally the na- 
tive will not leave the city. 
He does 
not wish to cultivate land. He can find 
abundance of it on Hawaii, now, but 
he will not take it. 
He prefers 
Ho- 
nolulu. 
The "sons" living here make 
it a point to give him employment, but 
you 
would 
not like to sea in print 
what their experience is, even when 
they pay double prices for native 
lab- 
or. 
Now, what 
would 
you 
have 
the 
"sons" do? 
Let the native forsake the 
land, and fishing, 
and taro planting, 
and live in the town at the mission- 
aries' 
expense? 
In other 
countries, 
the greater part of the poverty in the 
cities is due as it is here to the 
de- 
sire of all classes 
of people to live in 
the cities and have a good time of it, 
even if they 
do suffer. 
I know that whenever a native is 
thrifty, and tries to save his money, 
and gets a nice home, a lot of thrift- 
less loafers, male and female, at once 
saddle themselves upon him, and eat 
him out of house and home, if they 
can, and they usually 
do. 
Do you 
wish the "sons" to take up and sup- 
port these loafers? 
If you would only 
tell me, just what these sons ought to 
do, I would understand the situation. 
As to the native women, the case is 
much more serious than that of the 
men, in many ways. 
Owing to the 
vast, unnatural preponderence of men 
over women, in numbers, on these Isl- 
ands, there is a condition of things 
which inevitably creates social 
abomi-natlon- 
sv 
to an extent that is not real- 
ized. It is a violation of the laws of 
civilization, and makes moral progress 
of the people 
impossible. 
For their 
part 
in aiding 
and permitting 
this 
abominable system the "sons" cannot 
escape responsibility. 
But as the mat- 
ter was not in their control, they are 
not more responsible for it than the 
haole's generally, or the natives them- 
selves. 
This is a subject that cannot 
be enlarged upon now. 
No doubt It is a very serious error 
to educate the girls to a desire to live 
in a style' which is beyond the means 
of the 
average native, 
unless 
some 
way is opened 
for them to honestl 
maintain the better style. 
Such 
edu- 
cation makes sad mischief in all coun- 
tries, 
especially now in the 
United 
States. 
It Is one of the serious prob- 
lems everywhere. 
The bitter complaint in America to- 
day is, that the education of the young 
is defective. 
"We are all learning. 
A 
vast amount of time is thrown away 
in useless 
education. 
Your 
native 
girls, 
largely 
educated 
by 
charity, 
have no right, I believe, to complain 
that they are any worse off than hun- 
dreds of thousands of American girls, 
when they are not. 
The mistakes of 
the missionaries, and the "sons" are 
the same as those made in the most 
enlightened countries. 
All we can do 
is to correct mistakes as rapidly as 
possible. 
Your charge that the Asiatics are 
crowding oat the needle 
women is to 
some 'extent true, but I am told that 
a really skilfull and industrious 
Ha- 
waiian needle woman can find abund- 
ance of work. 
But 
trifles 
are not 
wanted. 
Young 
native 
women 
who 
are "educated"' and 
mean to 
marry 
some haole wSo will "keep a cook" 


are not specially wanted. 
You know 
the reason why. 
I think you are honest in your be 
lief that the "sons" are largely 
re- 
sponsible for the presence of the Asia 
tics. But if you will look over the tax: 
lists, you will find that these "sons ' 
do not own a tenth 
of the property 
here, and very few of them are rich. 
It was your own King Kalakaua, that 
negotiated the introduction of the Jap 
anese into these Islands. 
And when 
he put that adventurer 
Moreno 
into 
his Cabinet in 
1SS1, it was because 
that adventurer proposed an immigra- 
tion of t50,000 Chinese, and a big loan 
from China. 
The haole with the aid 
of the "sons" stopped it by threats. 
So you must not charge the "sons" 
with creating your troubles. 
You will 
find, if 
you 
look 
closely, 
that the 
haoles who have married natives, and 
the part natives and the natives them- 
selves are 
employing Asiatics. 
The 
natives especially are willing to. rent 
their land to them, and live in town on 
the rents received. 
Can the "sons" 
prevent it? 
The natives seem to lose 
money "like other races and have never 
hesitated to get it from any source. 
I do not say that the "sons" or the 
better class of haoles, have discharged 
their whole duty to the natives. 
But 
you cannot 
find in any part of the 
world, 
an instance of greater, tmore 
continuous, or generous charity than 
that of the stronger 
to the weaker 
race, on these Islands, during the last 
sixty years. 
I know the majority 
of 
the natives would today be willing to 
be treated 
as paupers, and be 
sup- 
ported at the public expense. 
But it 
would 
be 
a misfortune to 
them to 
treat them so. 
The greatest good, in 
my opinion that could 
be done for 
them, would be encourage them to go 
back upon the land, and raise their 
own food. 
But will they do it? 
Cer- 
tainly not. 
The President of the 
B.e-pub- lls 
has a romantic attachment 
for 
the native race. 
But he finds that It 
is not the natives that desire land on 
Hawaii, but the other races. Even In 
Kona when they may easily raise their 
own supplies, and cultivate coffee, and 
the women might be relieved of press- 
ing wants, they refuse to take up land, 
but flock to the city. 
So long as there is an abundance 
of good land to be had by the natives, 
almost for the asking, on Hawaii and 
elsewhere, 
the Asiatics cannot crowd 
the natives. 
The sons and daughters 
too of the missionaries have been al- 
ways willing to aid the natives in the 
right way, but they do not desire to 
pauperize them. 
There has been undoubtedly an 
er- 
ror in the system of education here, 
an error that exists largely in other 
countries, of educating the head alone, 
and not the hand, in educating the 
people to increase their "wants," with- 
out educating 
them how 
to supply 
these "wants.," 
Will the natives, even 
if educated in ways of supplying their 
wants, show thrift and industry, and 
be willing to abandon the town and 
go upon the land? 
Even If there was 
a factory for sewing kid gloves 
In-- this 
town, how many of the native girls 
would make themselves proficient In 
the business?, 
I have not "settled the question," 
but only present some considerations 
regarding it.

GOVEHX.MINT 
LOSES. 


Decision on a Demurrer Point in 
a Wharf Case. 
Judge Stanley has rendered the fol- 
lowing decision in the injunction suit 
of the Government vs. the Oahu Rail- 
way and Land Company: 
"In this 
case the defendant 
inter-- j 
posed 
a demurrer 
to the plaintiff's 
bill, which demurrer was by the Court 
overruled on March 
23, 1S9S, on the 
ground, inter alia, that the bill 
con- 
tained 
certain 
allegations 
of 
facts 
which 
could not be decided at that 
stage. 
One of these allegations was 
to the 
effect that the use to which 
the plaintiff intended to put the prem- 
ises in controversy was a more neces- 
sary public use than that for which 
they were sought to be condemned 
by 
the Company. 
This, the plaintiff con- 
tended, was a conclusion 
of law, but 
the Court held that it was an allega- 
tion of fact requiring proof. 
On the 
trial of the cause the plaintiff intro- 
duced certain correspondence between 
the parties prior to March 
15, 
1890, 
the date of the lease between the par- 
ties of the premises in question, and 
thereupon rested. 
"The defendant introduced evidence, 
the purport of which was to deny the 
superior 
use 
of the plaintiff 
in the 
premises, and rested. 
This evidence 
the plaintiff refused to 
cross-examin- 
e, 
and at the close of defendant's case 
consented in open court to a formal 
decree being entered against him, dis- 
missing the bill. 
"The Court in its decision 
on the 
demurrer ruled that the lease above 
referred to did not in itself constitute 
a waiver on the part of the defendant 
of its right subsequently to condemn 
the demised premises. 
"In view 
of the plaintiff's consent 
to a formal decree against 
him, I 
have not considered the question as 
to whether the correspondence intro- 
duced by him does or does not show 
such waiver. 
"Upon such consent I hold that the 
plaintiff's 
bill 
should 
be 
dismissed 
with costs. 
Decree accordingly."

were driven oat of the 'tween decks 
by the intensity 
of 
the heat 
and 
smoke. It was theH decided to beach 
the ship. 
Mr. StaTs launch and two 
tauaehes belonging to Messrs. 
Nickel 
& Co., which had been standing by, 
towed the vessel by the stern down the 
bay aad beached her in 3 
fathoms of 
water. 
All this time the pumps had been 
kept going continually, and now, in 
order that more effectual work might 
be done, the yards were all swung on 
the port side and the ships was listed. 
A large hole had been made in the 
port side of the ship, and the launches 
now tugging at lines fastened to masts 
pulled the vessel over with the object 
of filling her with water. 
Still tha 
fire could not easily be extinguished 
because of the two 
water-tig-ht 
com- 
partments, 
but at 11 o'clock the fire 
was at last reported to be out. 
Pumping, 
however, was continued 
and at 12 o'clock it was discovered 
after about 1G0 cases of kerosene had 
been removed that the ship was burn 
ing still, 
nue part or the hre 
bri- 
gade continued work at the pumps the 
other 
cut holes 
in the 
water-tig-ht 
compartments, and at 4 o'clock, when 
the ship had got 32 feet of water in 
her, the fire was considered to have 
been completely extinguished. 
She is 
now filled with water to within two 
inches of the deck. 
It has not yet been ascertained how 
the fire originated or in what part of 
the ship. 
The cargo was kerosene oil, 
bat evidently the oil had not been ig- 
nited, or the only thing to have been 
done would have been to tow her out 
into the middle of the bay and let her 
blaze.
